Substitute 


Last week we received a letter and 2 
pictures from Dr. Lew O. Llewellyan, of 
the Department of Large Animal Surgery 
and Medicine. Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. describing his substitute for a 
mare which couldn't nurse her foal. Both 
pictures were in color. but only one of 
these reproduced sharply enough to print 
in black and white. The letter: 

“On January 5. my mare Ariel Bird. by 
Ariel. foaled a filly by Fred Hooper’s 
Argentine import *Quibu. The mare did 
not give sufficient milk, and, not being 
able to find a nurse mare. I purchased a 
little Jersey cow. I built a rack to elevate 
the cow and after a short period of con- 
fusion for the foal, because of so many 
teats to choose from, she started to nurse 
twice daily and became very happy. Also. 
I pail-fed the foal at noon and late at 
night with a mixture of dried skim milk. 
water, molasses. and vitamins. Rolled 
oats, cracked corn, and molasses and 
alfalfa hay were available at all times. 

“After a short time. the little cow thought 
the filly was hers. and she would lick her 
clean so that no grooming was necessary. 

“After the filly was 2 months old, the 


— 


cow and the filly were turned out in the lot 
together. The lamb shown in one of the 
pictures was an orphan that was given to 
my sens by a neighbor. He thought that 
he was some kin to the filly and they be- 
came inseparable. The cow accepted the 
strange association and proceeded to raise 
them both. 

“The filly still nurses the cow and has 
made normal gains and is now a handsome 
filly nearly 18 inches taller than the cow. 
They can be seen together at Fred Hoop- 
ers farm in Montgomery. Ala.. as I sold 
them recently to Mr. Hooper. ... 

“At no time did the filly have a diarrhea 
or suffer any set-back. The amount of 
milk given in addition to what was obtain- 
ed from the cow was governed by the 
amount she would drink.” 


For the Record 


To the office the other day came Walcott 
Ormond. owner of the 130-acre Karamu 
Stud. Hastings. New Zealand. who said 
he was on his way to England. For pur- 
poses of record. Karamu Stud was 
established by Mr. Ormond’s grandfather. 
J. D. Ormond. about 1880. and according 
to the grandson. this qualifies it as “the 
oldest established stud in New Zealand.” 

His principal mission in the U. S. is to 
“sing the praises of the New Zealand 
breeding industry. . We're weary of 
hearing Australia getting the credit for 
New Zealand-bred horses.” For example:

The Wright Will 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals last 
week upheld Mrs. Gene Markey’s right 
to do as she wishes with Calumet Farm’s 
breeding and racing properties.

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Woodward Dampens Match Talk 


Los ANGELES 

Four hours after Nashua had jogged to 
an easy victory in the classic Belmont 
Stakes in New York, and about 10 minutes 
after Swaps had whipped older horses 
in the Californian Stakes. Hollywood Park 
made the announcement it had been itch- 
ing to release for several days. According 
to vice president and general manager 
James D. Stewart. Hollywood was ready to 
stage a $100.000 winner-take-all match 
race between the 2 colts if their owners 
could get together. Stewart and Rex Ells- 
worth had talked to William Woodward 
Jr. on the telephone, and it was their 
impression that the breeder and owner of 
Nashua had more than passing interest in 
the Hollywood engagement. 

Stewart’s hopefulness lasted little more 
than 24 hours. On Monday afternoon 
Woodward told newsmen in New York 
that he had not intended to sound hopeful 
of a match race in July at Hollywood. A 
3.000-mile plane trip was too much to ask 
of Nashua at this stage in his hard train- 
ing—and if one of the participants was 
not at his very best the match would be 
meaningless. Perhaps some time in 


August at some other track, he said. But 
Ellsworth already had said he could not 
fit an August race with Nashua into his 
colt’s schedule. 


MESHACH TENNEY 
A horse doesn’t know his age.

THE GREATEST. As for Swaps’ race 
in the Californian, both Ellsworth and 
trainer Meshach (Mish) Tenney felt it 
was the greatest the big chestnut ever had 
run. “I have to feel that way,” Ellsworth 
said. “since Swaps set a new world record 
of 1:4025 for the mile and one-sixteenth.” 

Tenney was not at all surprised by the 
world record. “But what did surprise 
me.” he said. “was how easily he did it.” 

In the clear-cut victory. Swaps was bare- 
ly touched with the whip by Dave Erb. 
doing a splendid job of pinch-hitting for 
jockey Willie Shoemaker. who had drawn 
a 5-day suspension for “careless riding” 2 
days before the Californian. 

“Our strategy depended upon what 
Mister Gus and Johnny Longden might 
do.” Ellsworth said. “We respected 
Determine and others in the race, but 
the horse that really worried us was Mister 
Gus. He was the key to the whole race 
as far as we were concerned.” 

The morning Erb arrived by plane from 
Chicago he dropped by the barn and went 
into a huddle with Tenney. who later said. 
“I was afraid that Longden might ‘21 it’ 
out of the gate. gradually sneak back and 
slow up the field without others being 
aware of it. then gradually sneak off 
again. He’s done it before. It’s good 
riding: but we didn’t want it to happen 
to us. I cautioned Erb to watch out for 
that. then told him not to take back 
enough to make Swaps shake his head.” 


Swaps actually came out of the gate 
so fast he was on top before Erb could 
wrestle him back off the pace. Once Erb 
got a good hold. Swaps dropped 2 lengths 
back of Mister Gus and Longden, and 
the pattern everyone had expected was set. 

Longden lulled Erb into thinking he was 
setting a blistering pace only for the first 
quarter, which was a slow :2315. After 
that. Erb let Swaps run freely and the 
big chestnut kept crowding Longden so 
much that he had to push Mister Gus 
along to maintain his 2-length advantage. 

On the turn, Erb began handriding 


Swaps hard and tapped him twice on the 
shoulder with his whip, which he carried 
lash-down in his right hand. Swaps took 
off at the signal and had his head in 
front just as he reached the quarter-pole. 


It was apparent then to the crowd of 
51,210 that Swaps would never be beaten 
this day. but Mister Gus hung on gamely 
to the last sixteenth. and little Determine, 
finishing with his usual courage, got up 
in the last few strides to be second. 
Determine was beaten a length and a 
quarter, with Mister Gus another half- 
length away in third place. Rejected was 
fourth, with *Novarullah fifth and Traver- 
tine sixth. 

Seventy yards from the wire, Erb had 
looked around, first over one shoulder and 
then the other. “I wasn’t worried,” he 
said, “but on this track you can’t hear 
horses coming up behind you, and I just 
wanted to be sure we were home.” 


After the race Tenney said he never had 
had any qualms about running Swaps, a 
3-year-old, against older horses. “I don’t 
know where that idea originated, that a 
young horse could be knocked out, or his 
heart broken, by running him against 
older horses. 

“A horse does not know if the animal 
next to him is younger, older, or the same 
age. The only thing that will knock a 
horse out, or break his heart, is asking him 
to do something when he is not in the 
physical shape to do it.” 
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Nashua’s Belmont: 
Last Quarter

“He ran like he always should,” said 
80-year-old Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons of 
Nashua after his 9-length victory in the 
87th running of the Belmont Stakes. “And 
he’s getting better each time.” 

Nashua was on the end of a shank in 
a small dirt paddock outside the window 
of the shack which serves as base head- 
quarters for Operation Fitzsimmons. Even 
a quick look showed flesh nicely drawn 
over a good barrel. muscles smooth and 
rippling. like an athlete’s. But the thing 
which caught all eyes were the strong, 
straight. unblemished front legs. 

Cars through the stable area 
slowed down perceptably at the sight of 
Nashua being walked. and many stopped. 
One station wagon with 3 or 4 horsemen 
in it pulled up. and the men spilled out 
and leaned on the high 4-panel fence. 
Their eyes were all directed at the colt’s 
legs. when Al Robertson, the Belair colt’s 
groom, passed by and took it all in. “They 
are good looking. aren't they?” he said. 

Those 2 girder-straight legs are leading 
Nashua on a merry conquest this year 
which has been interrupted only by Swaps’ 
victory in the Derby. They have taken 
Nashua past all but 5 Thoroughbreds in 
history in the category of money earned. 
and their present appearance not 
show any cause for halting the march. 

Asked the direction of the march. Mr. 
Fitz said. “My plans call for the Dwyer 
($50.000. 114 miles) on July 2nd and 
then the Classic in Chicago ($100,000 for 
a mile) on the 16th. After that the 
Travers at Saratoga and the Realization 
and the other big stakes we have here in 
the fall. Of course, Mr. Woodward may 
have other plans, and he’s the boss. 
There’s not much sense in going out and 
just looking for trouble, but we're not 
going to duck it if it comes our way, 
either. I was never one to like matches. 
Something always seems to happen. These 
other races are open events; maybe it will 
happen in one of them.” 

Nashua had nothing like Swaps to con- 
tend with in the Belmont, and for the 
first time in his 15-race career he won by 
more than 3-lengths. It had been held 
that Nashua needed horses to run with. but 
this was not evident in the 114-mile Bel- 
mont, the colt flying away from his opposi- 
tion at the head of the stretch and win- 
ning easily by 9 lengths. The necessity 
for company has never been evident dur- 
ing training hours, either. To date he

APPEARANCES. Belmont Day started 
off like any other for Nashua until he was 
loaded in the early afternoon for the van 
ride from Aqueduct to Belmont Park. A 
heavy drizzle had started at 8:30 o’clock 
that morning. and it continued throughout 
the motor trip. Bart Sweeney. Mr. Fitz’s 
chief foreman. kept Nashua in the receiv- 
ing barn as long as possible to cut down 
on the chance of the colt acting up in 
the paddock, but there was a delay any- 
how. 

Nashua stood in the saddling shed for 
a full 15 minutes before the valet arrived 
with the tack. and in that time he showed 
no unnecessary concern for the crowd 
that lined the iron fence 15 feet in front 
of him. He did fall into an old habit of 
digging with a hoof. and he must have 
been near bed rock when the saddling 
procedure began. 

The moment the saddle cloth went over 
his back—now broad and flat enough to 
set a table for 6—Nashua lost all signs 
of being nervous. He quietly allowed the 
remainder of the gear to be put in place. 
and in the walk around the ring he ac- 
tually seemed bored. 

He and a pony came on the track to 
the band’s accompaniment of “Sidewalks 
of New York.” His expressive head turned 
each direction for something of interest, 
and Arcaro’s head followed the move- 
ments. The small red ribbon tied in 
Nashua’s forelock was of the same deep 
tint as the large polka dots on the spotless 


Belair silks. 
TIME. ETC. Nashua went into the 


gate easily and came out the same way. 
In 2 strides he was a length in front. 
Arcaro quickly tugged him back, and C. 
V. Whitney’s Little Dell led the way 
around the first big bend. 

Since the far turn is far away, we asked 
the man with the best view of it all what 
happened there. Said Arcaro: “I really 
had to pump him all the way down there. 
He wouldn’t do anything more while I 
was just pushing him. Once I started 
hollering and getting into him, then he 
went. I wanted to smother them in as 


short a time as I could, and he did it 
His last quarter was really some- 


well. 


thing. That’s the only time he really ran. 
He’s wonderful to ride, once you get him 
off.” 

Eddie was informed of the actual time 
of the final 2 furlongs and was_ not 
amazed at :24%. His only surprise was 
that it was 1-second faster than the first 
440 yards. “Very few of them can do that, 
and this bird really comes out of the gate. 
He stands there lopsided and not paying 
much attention and then, zip, you’re out of 
there on your way.” 

A look at other Belmont winners in 
2:29 or better shows how keen Nashua 
was. Only Phalanx and Native Dancer 
were able to run faster at the end than 
in the early part of the race, Phalanx 
doing :2415 against :24% and Native 
Dancer :2435 after a slow :25. 

Nashua really got his 9-length margin 
between the quarter-pole and the eighth- 


pole. This was accomplished in a very 
neat :12. After Arcaro looked around at 


the sixteenth-pole he eased Nashua down 
the final eighth in :12%. 


Three Belmont winners have done fast- 
er final quarters: Phalanx. Native Dancer, 
and Peace Chance. which did :2345 to 
wind up a 2:2915 race in 1934. Count 
Fleet was timed the same as Nashua for 
the final quarter, but. of course, he had 
4--second the best of the Belair colt in 
the final clocking. 


THE ALSOS. Behind Nashua came 
Blazing Count and Portersville. to earn 
the $20.000 and $10.000 prizes. Blazing 
Count. making his second stakes appear- 
ance. showed excellent courage in the 
event. He had over 5 lengths on Porters- 
ville. which in turn had 6 over Jabneh. 

Jabneh earned $5,000. which was a 
quick return of the purchase price given 
to Laudy Lawrence only 36 hours before 
post time. The new owners are Mrs. E. 
Eugenia Bankhead and Mrs. Louisa Carter, 
whose uncle, W. S. Carpenter, is chairman 
of the board for the Du Pont interests. 


TOPS. Harold E. Talbott. Secretary for 
the Air Force. presented the trophy and 
plate to Mr. and Mrs. Woodward, with 
Arcaro coming in for the final few pic- 
tures. Eddie had been held up momen- 
tarily by the television people. but he 
made up for what he missed when Earl 
Sande reached over as Arcaro was walk- 
ing away and_ said, “Congratulations, 
Eddie, you’re tops now.”

Douve’s Surprising Victory 
In the Prix de Diane at 38-1 


Paris 

Looking at the record of the Prix de 
Diane. one finds that the race frequently 
has been won by backward fillies which 
didn’t prove until later that their race was 
no fluke. Furthermore, few of the win- 
ners have been failures at stud. Each 
time the favorite does not win, nearly 
everyone complains that “you never can 
trust those fillies.” 

Favorite in the 1955 Prix de Diane was 
Mile. Claude Kruer’s Myriade. winner of 
the Prix Chloe. She was 13 to 4. Myriade 
(by Meridien—Miss Rose, by Prince 
Rose) ran 13 times without winning at 2. 
but at 3 had won 3 races. placed twice. 
and had been out of the money only once 
before the Diane. 

Among the outsiders was Mathieu 
Goudchaux’s Douve. by Vandale—Douce 
France. by Rodosto, which started at 38 
to 1. In her only start at 2 she had run 
third to Chingacgook in the Prix Yacowlef. 
Previous to the Prix de Diane she had 
been second to Senones in the Prix Pene- 
lope. and in her only other start showed 
she didn’t like a sticky track and finished 
feurth in a poor field. 

Myriade was nervous before the race. 
but the start was a good one. Alzire 
made the pace. followed closely by 
Picounda. Fitzroy. Dictaway. Feria. 
and Cassilda: Vallee du Gave, Myriade. 
and Double Luck waited in the rear. Go- 
ing into the straight. Alzire weakened, and 
Picounda (Oubanghi—Nikitina) went past 
her. About 300 yards from the finish 
Douve challenged the leader, and went on 
to a °4-length victory.
